S.O. 169(E).—Whereas by Order No. S.O. 3745, dated the 4th October, 1971, the CcnlraJ 
Oovemment (heroinater referred to as the Government), in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section {1} ot section 6 B of the Dock Workers (Regulation of Employment) Act, 1948 
(9 of 1948) (heremafter referred to as the said Act), superseded the Madras Dock Laboui 
hoard for a period of four mouths; 

And whereas, in exorcise of the powers conferred by clause (a) of sub-section (3) of 
section 6 B of the said Act, the Government extended the said penod of supersession upto 
the 29th Febniury, 1972.

Now, therefore, m exercise of the powers conferied by clause (b) of sub-section (3) 
of section 6 B, read with sub-seebons (3) and (4) of section 5A of the said Act, (he 
Government hereby re-establishes the Madras Dock Labour Board with effect from the
